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Faubus Signs

Orval E. Faubus today signed his 
teacher retirement bill and vetoed 
an alternate bill backed by the 
Arkansas Education Association. 


In his veto message, Faubus 


snkl he felt his bill would "ade- 
quately protect the rights of teach- 
ers and afford them more take- 
home pay at this time." 


•IJic governor also signed a bill 


to set up 9-mombcr Special Re- 
tirement Study Commission, which 
will look into the teacher retire- 
ment matter and make recom- 
mendations to the 1963 legislature. 
It also will study other state re- 
tirement programs. 


The Faubus retirement bill calls 


for the slate to contribute to the 
Retirement System $3.7 million In 
the 19G1-62 fiscal year and $3.9 
nmion in fiscal 1962-63. It was 
presented as an interim method 
for handling the retirement prob- 
lem while the commission makes 
it study. 


The AEA bill called for the state 


to contribute fl.72 per cent of total 
lenchcr salary, about $6 million! 
each year. 


The legislature passed both bills 


giving the AEA measure an easy 
rjrjp through both chambers. Fau- 
bus had to throw the full power 
of the administration behind his 
bill and in each house it was de- 
feated the first time it came to a 
vote. Enough votes were switched

Gopher Control Machine 


Pictured above is a tree planter 


converted to a machine to put 
poisoned seed out for gophers. 


In some of the sandy sections 


of the county the gophers have 
destroyed as much as one-half of 
the grass in pastures and cut clown 
the production of grass on an- 
other one-fourth. 


These gophers make burrows 


under the ground and feed on 
grass and tree roots sometimes 
pull small pine seedlings into the 
burrow and consume the entire 
seedling. They also come to the 
surface of the ground leaving a 
mound of dirt which covers up 
grass and makes mowing pastures 
difficult. 
Unless 
some 
control 


measures are taken they will mul- 
tiply and spread to other areas. 


The above machine makes a bur- 


row about seven inches under the 
surface of the ground and plants 
poisoned 
grain in the 
burrow. 


These burrows are spaced at 
twenty feet apart and apply l'/s 
Ibs. of poisoned grain per acre 
have proven to be 100% effective. 


If enough farmers are interested 


the Hempstead County Soil Con- 
servation District will try to get 
a contractor to make a machine 
The cost to the farmer would be 
?1.25 
per acre. It would be good 


'o treat land early before the 
gophers spread to a larger- area 
If you are interested call at the 
boil Conservation Office.
